This Committee was formed for the piirpose of 
securing clemency for JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG, who were con- 
victed on March 29, 1951 in the Southern District of New York, 
United States District Court, New York City, New York, of 
ccospiracy to commit espionage and vfoo were on April 1951 
sentenced to death by trial Judge the Honorable IRVING R. 
KAUFMAN, U.S, District Judge.

visited the ROSSANTs on one occasion in New York City. 


Mrs. ROSSANT stated that PHILIP MORRISON had 
borrowed a bookv from her husband, which was anti- Communist 
in theme, and h^, not returned it. She recalled that her 
husband and PHIl>,XiORRISON had discussed the “peace move- 
ment” in Europe, She stated that M07-JRIS0N had taken the 
pro -Communist viewpoint concerning this movement and her 
husband had taken the antt-Coiiiraunist viewpoint.

Concerning recent contact with the Rosses, Mrs* 
ROSSANT advised that VICTOR and MINA had visited her husband 
and her at their current New York residence approximately two 
months ago. She said that she hasn't seen LOUISE since the 
Itnaca visit mentioned previously. She believes that she 
had a Chnstmas card from her at Christmas, 1951'* 


Mrs. ROSSANT stated that it is regrettable that she 
should have come in contact with the SARANT and ROSS families 
inasmuch as she believes that this contact might have some 
bearing upon obtaining Amezlcan citizenship* 


Mrs, ROSSAITT was questioned concerning any knowledge 
she might have with regard to espionage or intelligence operations 
in Europe. She was asked more specifically of any knowledge 
she had of any Israelian intelligence work which may have been 
conducted in Europe, Mrs. ROSSANT stated that she had never 
been acquainted with any person or persons whom she knew to 
be engaged in espionage or intelligence work for any country* 

Mrs. ROSSANT also advised that sue, herself, had never 
acted in any capacity, courier or otherwise, for the Israeli 
Intelligence Service. Mr-. . ROSSANT stated that she is aware 
that all countries engage In some sort of intelligence opera- 
tions and that she would assume that Israel also conducts such 
oper atio ns. However, Mrs. ROSSkNT stated tnat even taough she... 
haa^lt^vni nvimerous Israeliana in London and elsewhere, she haj 
nei^r suspected any of them to be engaged in intelligence wori 
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l-Ira* ROSSANT alao advlaod that her father has been

Mrs* YOGMAN, in tho intorviow, stated that die is 
temporarily residing at the above-mentioned address* However, 
on December 14, 1952, she was scheduled to move to Amsterdam, 
New^Xork, where she would join her husband, JA'CKyYDGl'iAN, an 
industrial engineer who is employed by Stevenson, Jordon and -t-”'

explained that her husband is engaged in industrial engines i^ng 
work for the above -mentioned concern, which has a job at the 
Blgelow-sanford Carpet Company, Inc., Amsterdam, New York.

Thia diaeropancy was called to hia attention ... 
and he requested to bo advieod of tho date he had al0iod 
audi an affidavit* On being advised that thia affidavit 
was signed by him on April 27, 1942* he stated that tho 
information appearing In hia statemont was incorrect and 
he had not realized it at the time ho sl^ad it* Bo 
stated that ho had no recollection of signing such nn 
affidavit in April, 1942 at the time ho actually wont to 
work for Western Electric and said that ho had in mind an 
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affidavit which ho belle v os he signod in 1943 or possibly 
1944» lie pointed out that Inasmuch as the 16-B Club 
of the Industrial Division of the Communist Party had not 
been formed until the latter part of 1942^ he was not 
actually e momber of the Communist Party in April of 194^* 

Ho also advised that according to his January l8, 
1951 » statement ho had been transforrod to the Sunnysldo 
Section of the Communist Party* He stated that this was also 
incorrect and advised that when the I 6 -B Club of the Communist 
Party broke up ho had asked for and received transfer cards 
to the Stmnysldc Section of the CPA* Ho stated that when 
he and his wife went to the Sunnyside Section of tho CPA 
no record was found of their transfer* However, he stated 
that they subsequently joined the Sunnysido Section of the 
CPA and attended mootings* 

SDSSHtN expressed the desire that his earlier 
atatoment be corrected end agreed to a statonont being 
typed up embodying the corrections as noted above* ^Thls 
stetement was typed up and was subsequently signed by 
SUSSM/i-N when ho made a visit to this office on March 30#

On this date SHSSMAN also advised that ho and 
his wife OERTHUDE had attended a Columbus Day rally at 
Madison Square Garden in October, 1943* This rally was 
sponsored by some Communist Party front and tho tickets woro 
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purchased through the Coinmurist Party, He related that he 
recalls that his wife delivered tickets to a GLADYS I'lEYER, 
who was employed at the DE - CIO Headquarters in Hew York 
City. 


He also said that GERTRUDE had obtained these 
tickets from ETHEL ROSL^^IBERG. 

SUSSMAI! advised that GLADYS liEYER is one of two 
girls v;ho lived either next door to or across the hall from 
JCEL BARR when BARR had an apartment in Greenwich Village, 

SUSSJ'IAK also identified a photograph of GLADYS 
MEYER, who is now know; as MRS. JUKIUS SCALES, as being identi- 
cal with the girl knoxvn to him as GLADYS MEYEn, who had lived 
either next door to or across the hall from JCEL BARR. 


He also related that GLADYS liEyER tack in 
late 1943 was dating ALFRED SARAIIT and although she was 
dating SaRAI'IT she was known to be in love with JOEL BARR.

On September 5, 1950, STANLEY ROBERT RICH, 

24 Cassilis Road, West Hartford, Connecticut, advised agents 
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of the Kow Havsn Office thftt while ho was t student at 
CCNY he became a member of a group known ea tho Steinmets Club 
That orgr.nization, according to RICH# was named after 
the great engineer , whom RICK described as a well known 
socialist* This organization# ho stated became affiliated 
with the YCL and became a unit of that organization* 

RICK attended several meetings of the group# 
so&e in the nature of open mootings and other which were ' 
closed and only for tnembors, but denied ho was an officer 
of the organization and stated that it would not be 
politically advisable for him to be an officer Inasmuch as 
he was President of the Student Branch of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers and also President of 
the Technical Council of CCliY* 

RICH explained that one did not have to be a 
Coimunlst to have membership in the YCL# but merely be 
sympathetic to Communism* fie stated that new members 
were given to understand that they did not have to 
subscribe completely to the doctrines of Communism# but 
merely retain an open mind on this subject* 

RICH stated that ho was not a leading functionary 
In the YCL but admitted that he might have spoken well of 
the YCL on occasions# but could not recall any recruiting 
attempts for that organization on his part* He stated 
that be recalled the attendance at closed meetings of the 
YCL on the part of the following individuals whom he 
therefore presumed to be members of that organization:

66 Madison Avenue, Kew York City, who is the owner of Telco 
Electronics, 37 Best l8th Street, Now York, telephonically 
contacted SA ROBERT ?• ROYAL and advised that ho is 
receiving from the Western Electric Company some unclassified 
contracts* Ho stated that he Is considering hiring NATHAN . 
SDSSMAN as an engineer, 

MANZAVINOS desired to know If the Federal Bureau 
of Inveatigatlon was the proper agency to ascertain 
if hiring SDSSIIAN, who does not have clearance, would effect 
his status in bidding on classified Air Force contracts.
